‘The National Foundation for

COME, whether it came to him from sources within Virgmia or from 
sources without Virginia. 

A NON-RESIDENT IS TAXABLE IN 1954 ON HIS 1953 VIRGINIA 
INCOME, namely, income from labor (services) performed, busi- 
ness done, or property located m Virgmia. 

A DOMICILIARY RESIDENT AND AN ACTUAL RESIDENT, who 
move out of Virginia but continues to vote in Virgmia are still liable 
for State Income Taxes, because only a resident of Virgmia can 
vote in Virginia, and a resident is taxable upon his entire ncome 
no matter where earned.

Every individual, married or unmarried, adult or minor, who had 
for the taxable year a gross mcome of $1,000.00 or more, must 
file a return. Severe penalties, civil and criminal, are provided for 
failure to file a return or for filmg a fraudulent return. 

RESIDENT IS ‘TAXABLE IN 1954 ON HIS ENTIRE 1953 NET IN- 
COME, whether it came to him from sources within Virginia or from 
sources without Virginia. 

A NON-RESIDENT IS TAXABLE IN 1954 ON HIS 1953 VIRGINIA 
INCOME, namely, income from labor (services) performed, busi- 
ness done, or property located in Virginia. 

A DOMICILIARY RESIDENT AND AN ACTUAL RESIDENT, who 
move out of Virginia but continues to vote in Virgimia are still liable 
for State Income Taxes, because only a resident of Virginia can 
vote in Virginia, and a resident is taxable upon his entire mcome 
no matter where earned.

Every individual, married or ummarried, adult or mor, whe had 
for the taxable year a gross income of $1,000.00 or more, must 
file a return. Severe penalties, civil and crimmal, are provided for 
failure to file‘a return or for filmg a fraudulent return. 

RESIDENT IS TAXABLE IN 1954 ON HIS ENTIRE 1953 NET IN- 
COME, whether it came to him from sources within Virgmia or from 
sources without Virginia. 

A NON-RESIDENT IS TAXABLE IN 1954 ON HIS 1953 VIRGINIA 
INCOME, namely, income from labor (services) performed, busi- 
ness done, or property located m Virginia. 

A DOMICILIARY RESIDENT AND AN ACTUAL RESIDENT, who 
move out of Virginia but continues to vote in Virgmia are still liable 
for State Income Taxes, because only a resident of Virgmia can 
vote in Virginia, and a resident is taxable upon his entire mcome 
no matter where earned. 

Blanks for filmg may be obtained at the office of Commissioner 
of the Revenue, Jonesville, Virginia. FILE ON OR BEFORE MAY

Hybrid tomatoes, now nume- 
rous, are well represented by 
“Big Boy,” Williams says. Hybrid 
tomatoes usually make a larger 
vine so it is necessary to space 
them a little farther apart than 
the other varieties. Vigorous 
hybrid tomatoes are not especial- 
ly resistant to soil nematodes or 
tomato wilt, so in soils infested 
with these throubles, they may be 
no more productive nor longer- 
lived than the older tomato varie- 
‘ties. 

Hybrid onion seed also are 
available. For earlier onions, the 
common sets are first choice, but 
since onions from sets or slips 
have second-rate keeping quality, 
gardeners who like to grow their 
own winter onions will do well 
to try the hybrids. It takes very 
early planting - preferably in 
February-to get fullsized onions 
from seed in one year. 

The Burpee hybrid cucumber is 
another favorite which has been 
offered in seed form for several 
years. It lasts long into the fall 
if insects are controlled and 
enough water is provided. It is 
chiefly a slicing variety, but 
produces heavily enough for a 
home-grown pickle crop as well. 

Hybrid egg plant and summer 
squash also are available from 
‘some seedsmen.

NEW YORK—How’'s business? 
‘The answer many range all the 
way from “poor” to “good.” de- 
pending upon what line you're 

in. 

The big question is: are the 
depressed areas in business rea- 
dy to do a turnabout and start 
upward, or are the industries 
that have been good up to now 
scheduled for some recession? 

On the favorable side—affect- 
ing alt business—ts the fact that 
the government is pumping cre- 
dit more freely into the national 
stream. This does not immedi- 
ately nor completely reach all 
types of business. Changing com- 
petition, population shifts, new 
tendencies in consumer prefer- 
ences may influence the degree 
to which an individual business 
concern reacts to national ten- 
dencies. 

Here is the broad picture: de- 
fense spending which has been 
\tapering off since mid-1953 may 
show a slower rate of decline for 
the period ahead. In fact, distur- 
bances in Indochina may halt or 
even reverse that decline. 

‘The farm economy, which has 
been sagging. may stabilize soon. 
Depressed industries, like tex- 
tiles and apparel. have reduced 
inventories and could be respon- 
sive to better buying

Otherwise, trees} 
should be debarked or split into 
small pieces which will dry rap-| 
idly. If diseased trees are sawed| 
into lumber the slabs should be 
burned. Logs which are to be 
sawed or pulped should be used 
promptly, not stacked in a yard. 
Timbers which may be used for 
ties; posts, or pit props, should 
be treated with a preservative. 
Logs that must be left in the 
woods or stored indefinitely in 
yards should be sprayed.

Now is the time to go easy on 
cultivating corn. Polwing deer 
doesn't pay. It 
damages the com plant's root 
system. 

Last week while thinning ex- 
perimental corn plots, corn roots 
over a foot long were pulled up. 
A cultivator would do cosider: 
able damage to corn roots such 
as these. They grow across the 
balk and are usually fairly close 
to the top of the ground 

Several years back when one 
horse cultivators were used by 
almost everyone in this section 
corn was usually “laid by” when 
it was “over a@ horse's back.” 
Then the plow was often weight- 
ed down with a big rock. The 
plow was run as close to each 
row as was possible. At the end 
of the row it was always neces- 
sary to stop and clean the corn 
roots from the plow. Soon the 
corn leaves would start to twist 


and wilt. From one to several 


days passed before the corn got 
back to normal. The “old timers” 
believed this helped the corn.

The Independent Offices. Ap- 
propriation Act for Fiscal Year 
1955 extends the time in which 





noncompensable dental conditi- 
‘ons may apply for out-patient 
dental treatment, Veterans Ad- 
ministration announced 

‘The new date is December 
31, 1954, or one year after dis- 
charge, whichever is later, Un- 
der the last fiscal year’s app- 
ropriation act, the delimiting 
date was July 27, 1954. 

The Act containing the De- 
cember 31, 1954 date, Public 
law 428, was signed by the 
President June 24, 1954. This 
law expires June 30, 1955. 

VA said the new delimiting 
date apples only to one group 
of veterans—those having ser~ 
vice - connected noncompens- 
able dental disabilities or con- 
ditions which are shown to 
have existed at time of dis- 


charge. 

The delmiting date does not 
apply to veterans in the fol- 
lowing two classes:

The ca- 
perts agree that somz sort‘ of 
water-use regulation [now urder 
study by the Virginia Legisla- 
tive Advisory Council! would at 
least make for a more equitable 
distribution of what «ater there 
is. Streams rank first as a 
source of supply, followed by re- 
servoirs fed by streams. and ir- 
rigation ponds, in that order. 
However, almost all th> farm 
ponds in Virginia are too small 
To irrigate one acre uf land a 
farmer should be abie to count 
on one acre of foot-deep ~vater. 

Whether or not irrigation will 
pay is just a matter of cold ec- 
onomical facs. Enough wacer is 
the first “must.” And it costs 
about $100 an acre to instal 2 
system, varying of cours: on the 
size of the system.

The chances are that many 
farmers will find irrigation a 
paying proposition on high value 
crops. It is being particularly 
boosted in Virginia's eastern 
truck-crop area, where losses in 
just three crops - Irish potatoes, 
snap beans, and sweet corn — 
are estimated at well over a 
million dollars this seasoi be- 
cause of dry weather. 

NEEDS VARY 


Researchers at VPI point out/ 


that the need for irrigation on 
various field and forage crops 
has varied from none 
in 1949 and 1950 to a maximum 
of 16 inches on irrigated pas- 
tures in 1953. 

In experiments in 1953 irriga- 
tion did pay handsomely! Adding 
10 inches of water on burley 
tobacco increased the crop value 
by $316 per acre.

Gamma Globulin To Be Available | 


—— 
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On Doctor’s Prescription Soon = 


Gamma Globulin, for the pre- 
vention of paralytic polio, meas- 
les and infectious hepatitis, wil! 
be available on doctors’ prescrip- 
tions through regular medical 
suppy channels soon after Oc- 
tober 1, 1954, it was announced 
today by Lederle Laboratories 
Division, American Cyanamid 
Company Heretofore the pro- 
tective blood fraction has been 
allocated by the Federal Office 
of Defense Mobilization to local 
departments of health for use 
in polio epidemic areas only 

The processed supply of gam- 
ma globulin availabe to physi- 
cians this -year, though still very 
small is approximately twice as 
large as last year's supply. 

In a report to physicians sent 
out this summer, Dr. Kenneth 
S. Landauer, Assistant Medical | 
Director, National Foundation! 
for Infantile Paralysis, points out 
that “Gamma globulin is the 
only proved weapon now avail- 
able to physicians for prophylaxis 
against paralytic poliomyelitis.” 








“The basic scientific evidence 
established in 1951 and 1952 
field trials that gamma globulin 
can prevent paralytic polio has 
recently been not only reaffirmed 
but strengthened. so that its use- 
fulness seems even greater than 
we formerly believed.” states Dr. 
Landauer.

In order to be covered as a 
domestic employee before Jan- 
uary 1, 1955, the person must 
work in the private home of the 
employer for 24 days during a 
calendar quarter. In addition to 
the 24 days employment. the in- 
dividual must have received cash 
wages of at least $50 for the

‘This isn’t hard to understand 
when you consider that milk is 
87% water. Including both the 
water in the feed and the water 
‘which is consumed as such, cows 
|will take in “about 35 to 55 
}pounds of water per pound of 
|milk produced. High protein 
|feeds increase water consumption 
|somewhat. From 12 to 15 gallons 
|per head daily is an average 
amount for a herd. including 
both cows in milk and dry cows. 
However, cows producing 75 to 
'100 pounds of milk a day may 
drink 35 to 40 gallons of water 
| daily 
The specialists say further 
|that the use of automatic drink- 
| ing cups save labor and help pro- 
vide a more sanitary supply of 
water to the herd. A small, slow- 
moving stream is a potential 
source of organisms such as those 
which cause blackleg. anthrax, 
and brucellosis.

Most 
of the milk on farms is cooled 
by water, so this increases still 
further the importance of water 
in producing good milk.

Americans are inherently a wasteful people. The very fact that 
we have been endowed with an abundance of material wealth has 
given us little incenive to Le conservation minded. 

We have been extremely wasteful with our national resources 
- our soils, minerals, forest and our wildlife. These, our pioneering 
forefathers thought inexhaustible. Even today, far too many of 
us utilize and often take for granted, those things nature has pro- 
vided us with so bountifully. 

We need but drive through our countryside and observe our 
many scafred and eroded hillsides and observe plain evidence of 
Poor land management. Those bare areas, exposed to the beating 
rains, continue to wash away, filling our stream channels and poll- 
uting our water supply. Our water courses are filled with sediment, 
which, during heavy rains kills our fishlife and silts our reservoirs 
and dams, upon which we are dependent for flood control and in- 
dustrial development. 

Our forests which not only provides man a sanctuary, but as a 
source of welfare, have suffered immeasurably at his wasteful- 
ness. Every year, we Americans are burning an area equal in size 
to the state of New York, or about 31,000,000 acres. These fires de- 
troy and damage large volumes of timber, kill helpless wildlife and 
lay waste to our watersheds. 

Each year, in the Tennessee Valley drainage system [includ- 
ing southwest Virginia and east Tennessee) 10,000 forest fires burn. 
Three things cause these fires - ignorance, carelessness and mali- 
diousness. Far too many people still burn their woods to keep down 
snakes and ticks. This is like burning a barf to get rid of mice. 

The careless person is the worst enemy of our forests. The

Falls, Burns Take Toll 
Among Homemakers 

Women may well take special 
safety measures against two 
kinds of home accidents — falls 
and burns, farm safety advisors 
at V. P. I. say. Reason: Wom- 
en are some of the chief suffer- 


ers from such accide iti. Statis- 
tics recently reported by one 
large life insuranc> company 


show that more than 22,000 wom- 
en in this county over the age of 
15 die each year from injurics 
caused by accidents. Though traf. 
fic of the fatalities falls take sec. 
ond place and burns or fires, 
third. 

Though millions of women to- 
day are employed outside the 
home, relatively few are killed in 
industrial accidents. However, a 
fourth of the fatal accifents to 
‘women — and women under the 
age of 65 years — occur in or 
near the home. This high toll of 
fatalities is especially surprising 
today when modern equipment 
and applicances have done so 








much to make homes safe. 
Literally to save their lives, 
women apparently need to un- 
derstand and become interested 
in ways to prevent falls, burns 
and fires. Good lighting for all 
steps and stairs, non-skid rugs 
and finish for floors, handrail 
for steps and stairs and hand- 
holds for bathtubs are all im- 
portant aids against falls. Any 
sort of clutter on steps on floors, 
such as children’s toys, may ce 
a trip hazard. Célla> stairs often 
are the site of falls because they 
are dark or kept in poor repair. 
Most women spend enougn 
time cooking to learh simple 
Precautions against burns, such 
as turning the handles of sauce- 
pans toward the back of the 
Stove so the pan w2.'t be knock- 
ed off or hot food or water spill-| 
ed. But, many women know too| 
little about home fire preven- 
tion. or how to meet a fire ein-| 
bergeney if it comes . 
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along “as well as can be expect- 
ed.”

3. Do not take the tobacco to 
market on a day when it is like- 
ly to get wet. Wet tobacco costs 
the farmers of the county liter- 
ally thousands of dollars every 


| year. Wet tobacco must be hand- 


ied separately from tobacco 
that is in good shape and there 
is no support price on it 

4. Place tobacco on the bas- 
kets so as to make it look as 
attractive as possible. The more 
attractive a crop looks, the.more

New Drugs Helpfal 
{n Control of TB 


Pleasantville, N. Y.—A coal- 
tar compound —- isonicotinic-acid 
hydrazide {INH}, commonly call- 
ed isoniazid--has revolutionized 
the chemecal treatment of tuber- 
culasis, states Lois Mattox Mil- 
ler in the December Reader's 
Digest 

The drug is administered in 
pill form. To delay the develop- 
ment of TB microbes’ resistance 
to INH, and thus prolong. the 
usefulness of the drug. it is com. 
bined with streptomycin or with

Of course, there is the benefit 


to a worker or self-employed 
person at age 65 if he has re- 
tired, but in addition to that 


there are other benefits payable 
on his recard. His wife or widow 
is entitled to monthly benefits 
age 65. Wives or widows are en- 
titled to monthly benefits re- 
gardiess of their age so long as 
they have children under age 18. 
Unmarried children are entitled 
to benefits until they are 18 
years old whether the claim be 
a life claim or a death claim. 
In some cases the dependent par- 
ent of a deceased individual may 
be entitled to benefit payments. 
as could a dependent husband 
or widower where the worker or 
self-employed individual is a 
woman.

ning hounds, coondog field trials 
afe travesties on the old and 
honored sport of raccoon hunting. 
But to a fast-growing segment of 
our sporting population these af- 
fairs provide fascinating canine 
competition in a highly informal 


| manner. 


In recent years these events 
have been sweeping the country 
lke a flood, the crest of which 
is reached on Labor Day week 
end when four nationally known 
coondog field trials are held in 
Ohio. Approximately 2,000 dogs 
compete for some $10,000 in fi- 
nal prize money and something 
like $20,000 in cash for the win- 
ners of individual heats or races. 
It is conservatively estimated 
that more than 20,000 spectators 
watched these four events in 
1954. 

In all Amrican outdoor sports 
there is nothing like a coondog 
trial. The proceedure is a simple 
one. Dogs are run in groups of 
10, following a track laid by a 
coon-scent stick through typical 
hunting country, to a tree. The 
course is a mile and an eighth. 
Some 50 to 100 yards out from 
the tree. depending upon the 
terrain, is a line. Judges stand 
at either end to check the first 
and second dogs to cross it, and 
which dog barks first at the tree. 
Spectators are not allowed up 
close; strict silence is main- 
tained as the dogs approach the 
line and tree. No urging or coax- 
ing is permitted, 









To he coonhound fancier the 
jarring ° in the whole affair 
is that few of the competing 
dogs are full-blooded hounds. 
‘The stiring music of the chase 
< lacking: because many of these 
crossbreeds run silent. Speed is 
the important factor, although 
all owners seek to train their 
dogs to bark at the tree

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Livestock, Meat Outlook 
Cited By Economists 


Drouth and lower prices have 
brought hardships to cattlemen, 
but most of them are riding out 
the storm, observe agricultural 
economists at V.P.1 

In their annual look at what 

lies ahead, the economists see 
reasonable stability with little 
change in prices for cattlemen 
for the year ahead. Despite a 10 
per cent increase in calf and 
cattle slaughter during the first 
nine months of 1954 over 1953, 
the number of cattle on the na- 
tion’s farms January 1, 1955, 
will be about the same as a year 
earlier. Any change will be 
small, and the cattle inventory 
will likely be about 95,000,000 
head. 
Consumer preference for light- 
weight cattle is expected 
continue. Generally 
this will enable producers to 
cut costs, since the younger 
light-weight cattle usually use 
feed more efficiently than older, 
heavier animals. This trend 
keeps meat production from in- 
creasing proportionally with ¢i- 
ther marketings or ughter. 

Reports indicate that many 
producers in the cash-grain belt 
did not comply with their 1954 
corn-aer allotments. Also 
the moisture content of much 
of the corn in that area may be 











too high to be eligible for stor- ~ 


age under the price-support pro- 
gram. The prospects of large 
amounts of “free corn” at pric- 
es below support levels are ex- 
pected to increase cattle feed- 
ing. Also, better profits from 
cattle feeding last season may 
encourage a small expansion in 
feet-lot operations. Eastern corn 
belt buyers were more active in 
1954 at feeder calf and yearling 
sales. All these signs point to 
slightly more cattle on feed by 
January. 

Prices received for the top 
grades of grain-finished steers 
should remain near their pres- 
ent levels until the seasonal in- 
crease in marketings begins in 
late winter. However prices of 
fed cattle are likely to carry 
a weaker undertone during most 
of 1955. The sj PA,

This, he contends, not only would provide em- 
ployment in the construction field but would result in greater 
mining activity to supply fuel for the plants.

Virginia has, for the most part, been declared a labor surplus area |
